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To Consider 


_ Cable Airport Zoning

Next Thursday, Feb, 8, the Up- 
land Planning Commission will 
again consider zoning proposals 
for -he land located directly east 
w Cable Airport, Last Thurs- 
day’s scheduled board meeting 
was cancelled due to the nationa 
day of mourning, and a meeting 
rescheduled for Friday was also 
cancelled, 

The city has owned two par- 
cels of land an the east side of 
Benson Ave, at the present in- 
tersection of l4th Sw. far IC 
years, (The north parcel con- 
tains a little over eight acres; 
the south parcel contains a Little 
under seven acres.) 

Recently Lee Travers, city ad- 
ministrative assistant, said the 
city bought land in the area of 
the airport to maintain a Fed- 
eral Aviation Agency clear zone, 
The required clear zone went ac- 
ross the corners of various par- 
cels along l4th St, he said. As a 
result, the city had to buy a num- 
ber of entire lots to acquire the 
required clear zone, 

Originally the city had plans to 
develop a golf course and park 
on the area east of the airport to 





provide a “‘buffer zone’ bétween 
the airport and areas suitable for 
residential development, 

City administrators sought 
necessary funds to develop a 
large, regional type park and golf 
course -- but, the federal funds 
were nowhere to be found, 

The area along Benson Ave,, 
between l4th and 15th Sts,, has 
been zoned “‘light industrial” for 
years, But, despite this light in- 
dustrial zoning, the land has re- 
mained vacant, 

At the last planning commis- 


sion meeting on Jan, 11, the 
board recommended rezoning 
40,2 acres, extending 750 feet 


east of Benson Ave, between 1 3th 
and 15th Sts, as a ‘‘research and 
development’ (R-D) zoning, Als 
at that meeting, they cleared the 
way for construction ofa mobile- 
home park for 20 acres on the 
north side of l4th St. with its east 
line 759 ft. west of Mountain Ave, 
that will partially lie under the 
landing pattern of planes using 
the airport,

County and city officials are 
to be on hand for the official 
oepning of the amog station which 
is located above the Upland Rec-~ 
reation Department offices inthe 
city’s old firehouse, 

lt will complete a network of 
invnitoring stations in the Weat 
End, Stations are now operat- 
ing.in Pomona, Chino and Fons 
tan Eventually, all the eta- 
tion# will be connected with 
main control station via a tel 
communications hook-up, f 

Brown said that althoughthe 
station has been in Upland for 
a few weeks, it is still under-

He explained the station con- 
sists of a group of small black 
boxes that measure airborne 
levels of sulfur dioxide, oxides

Metroplex Is Tomorrow's City 


Metroplex Could Make Grapevine 
Texas Texas, A Los Angeles 


GRAPEVINE, TEXAS 

The farmer and the Cowman, 
who maybe ought to be but who 
never, ever have been friends, 
are finally burying their differ- 
ences at a little town called 
Grapevine, But it won’t be little 
much longer, Deliberately and 
with full knowledge aforethought, 
the farmer and the cowman are 
setting out to build anew Los An- 
geles, 

Only Texans could do it, Per- 
haps only Texans would WANT to 
do it, They expect to be halfway 
there by the end of the next de- 
cade, 

To get it started, two frontier 
cities whose entire history has 
been a chronicle of mutual en- 
mity, rivalry, and jealousy are 
coming together to build a new, 
monster airport here at Grape- 
vine--where neither city wanted 
it--in fervent belief that the new 
megaport, which will be larger 
than the entire island of Man- 
hattan, will pour out mercantile 
riches sO vast as to beggar the 
greed of the men who thought 
up Baghdad or Rome, or even 
Houston, 

“This airport,” says a Dallas 
economist, “‘will be to Dallas- 
Fort Worth what the railroads 
were to Chicago, Some day a 
Sandburg will write a poem about 
us,” Their airport, brag these 
Texans, is ‘‘destined to become 
the future air harbor of the 
world,”’ 

And the airport is only the 
beginning. This new Texas giant 
would become the great metropo- 
lis in the nation’s southern un- 
derbelly, buying all the cotton, 
oil, cattle, beans, machinery, 
and dreams an ll-state market 
can produce -- and then selling 
them, with a Texas markup, to 
the world, 

The wonderful people who 
dreamed all this up are calling it 
“‘the Southwest Metroplex,’’ or 
just Metroplex for short, al- 
though thats not the ordinary 
Texas way of doing things, Some 
people insist on calling it the 
Dallas Fort Worth Metroplex, 
taking care to point out that 
Dallas and Fort Worth are no 
longer separated by even that 
hateful hyphen, 

Metroplex includes, besides 
Dallas and Fort Worth, eight 
counties in North Texas; Dallas, 
Tarrant (Fort Worth), Denton, 
Collin, Rockwall, Kaufman, El- 
lis, and Johnson, Metroplex in- 
cludes 6,214 square miles, 2,3 
million Texans (Los Angeles- 
Long Beach counts seven mil- 
lion Californians), and 127 in- 
corporated cities, 

Some of these cities already 
are getting big, Arlington counts 
100,000 persons and a more or 
less major-league baseball ream 
in the Texas Rangers of the 


American League, Irving, with 
a similar population, is an in- 
dustrial suburb on the north- 
west fringe of Dallas and the 
site of Texas Stadium and the 
Dallas Cowboys of the National 
Football League, Denton, popu- 
lation 39,000, is the seat of two 
large state universities, The 
eight counties are spotted with 
dozens of towns of 5,000 and 
larger, 

These are the towns on the 
edges of the Dallas Fort Worth 
Regional Airport, scheduled to 
be completed early this year, It’s 
the Astrodome of airports, Avi- 
ation planners elsewhere shake 
their heads, benumbed, and agree 
with the Texas boast that “‘no- 
body will ever again build an air- 
port like this one.”’ 

The airport will sit on 17,000 
acres -- more than nine miles 
long and eight miles wide. If it 
were placed across Manhattan, 
its northwest runway would slash 
across Queens and its southwest 
runway would poke into Brooklyn, 

When it is completed, 55 mil- 
lion passengers a year will board 
Planes through 225 gates in 13 
terminals; its 200 cargo gates 
will handle as much freight an- 
nually as any seaport in the world, 
It will be a 20-minute drive to 
downtown Fort Worth or Dallas 
and 14 air hours to any of the 
world’s capitals, 

Metroplex is organized and 
marketed through a supercham- 
ber of commerce, the North Tex- 
as Commission, It’s a creature of 
Dallas, Fort Worth, and the eight 
counties, and it has the voice to 
speak for all, “‘The airport will 
generate an unprecedented op- 
portunity to market Metroplex,” 
says C, A, Tatum Jr,, chairman 
of the board of Texas Utilities 
Co, and the chairman of the North 
Texas Commission, ‘‘We have to 
be prepared for the long haul,’’ 

Since the Metroplex men are 
looking first for jobs and conven- 
tions, the No, 1 priority, says Ta- 
tum, is to persuade ‘‘the decision 
makers’’ to move to Dallas, ‘‘De- 
cision makers’’ is a term used 
often in Dallas, where moving and 
shaking ranks just behind the 
Baptist religion as a way of life, 

They know where to look, Met- 
roplex, though in business only a 
year, has already opened its first 
overseas office -- in Tokyo, Avi- 
ation committees have sofar per- 
suaded six foreign airline com- 
panies to seek direct routes into 
Dallas -- and the hottest pros- 
pect is Japan Air Lines, Says one 
Texan who travels to Japan on 
business frequently; ‘‘Dallas and 
Tokyo were made for each 
other,”’ 

Though building Metroplex isa 
professional’s job, the business- 
men who organized it are working 
at it themselves, 


“Our business - development 
activities are beginning to pro- 
duce results,” says Tatum, 
“‘Right now we have several very 
important prospects for reloca- 
tion to this region, They have 
visited here, They’ve been look- 
ing at sites and facilities, and 
some of them have been back two 
or three times -- a sure sign of 
interest, 

‘“‘Company executives consid- 
ering relocation want to meet 
with and size up the business 
and community leaders of the 
Southwest Metroplex with whom 
they might be working and liv- 
ing. This means that the active 
personal participation of our 
members will be essentially cru- 
cial in convincing decision mak- 
ers to relocate in the Metroplex,” 

The North Texas supercham-~ 
ber has done an effective selling 
job in the community, too, and 
not only to the people who are 
going to make a bundle building 
it. L, M, Zale, a retired 7l- 
year-old rancher, stopped on a 
street in Grapevine the other 
day to talk to a stranger about 
how life was changing in what 
was a lonely, pastoral world 
only a decade ago, 

“Everyone is buildin’, buildin’, 
buildin’,’’ he says, “‘and even if] 
wanted to hold onto my land, I 
couldn’t pay the taxes on it much 
longer. I guess I'll have to sell 
it to someone who can, | hate to 
move out, I hunted on this land 
when I was a boy, but you can’t 
stop progress. So I guess it’s 
wonderful,”’ 

Some of the people who grew 
up here look at the new dyna- 
mism and the prospects for Su- 
percity with undisguised disbe- 
lief -- not disbelieving that Tex- 
ang can do anything they want to 
do, but disbelieving that Dallas 
and Fort Worth would ever want 
to do anything that might help 
the other, 

Dallas and Fort Worth are the 
extent Minneapolis and St, Paul, 
Dallas is cotton and the Confed- 
eracy, Fort Worth is cattle and 
where the West begins, Only 30 
miles separate the two, but nev- 
er has a 30-mile stretch of con- 
crete connected two more dis- 
parate worlds, Dallas is fond of 
thinking of itself as sophisti- 
cated, Fort Worth likes to think 
of itself as straight and country- 
shrewd. Dallas és to think of 
Fort Worth as merely country 
-- and in Fort Worth, you’llhear 
that Dallas is irredeemably ef- 
fete, 

Dallas (population $44,401) 
Yises suddenly and unexpectedly 
out of the stark North Texas 
prairie, Its towers of commerce, 
sleek and unadorned in the mode 
of midcentury urban architec- 
ture, seem to leapfrom the Trin- 
ity River bottoms like rabbits 


from a burrow, For years the 
Main Street landmark was the 31- 
story Mobil Building, topped out 
with a brilliant crimson flying 
horse, More than one good ol’ 
boy lost his way by fixing his 
mental compass by the direc- 
tion of the horse, only to learn 
later that the horse revolved, 
ever so slowly, Now he could 
hardly see it, so dwarfed is it 
by a dozen new banks, hotels, and 
office buildings, 

And though downtown Dallas is 
not so dormant as other U, S, 
downtowns (the Neiman~Marcus 
on the corner of Commerce and 
Ervay is perhaps the most ele- 
gant specialty store inthe world), 
its suburban shopping centers 
were among the first anywhere, 

Rich folks live north of down- 
town, many of them in tiny High- 
land Park, an incorporated vill- 
age, Like the Los Angeles en- 
Clave of Beverly Hills, Highland 
Park has a university (Southern 
Methodist), few sidewalks, and 
protective cops who discourage 
strolling, The houses run to 
block-long ramblers set amidst 
expensively manicured forests, 

At the other end of Dallas, 
across the Trinity River from 
downtown, lies Oak Cliff, It’s le- 
gally part of Dallas, but cultur- 
ally as separate as Highland 
Park, Its developers conceived 
it in 1891 as ‘“‘the Brooklyn of 
the South,’’ They were bragging, 
as usual, but Oak Cliff is differ~ 
ent to this day, Some movers and 
shakers live there, but Oak Cliff 
is overwhelmingly blue - collar 
and working class, and it grew 
because it is close to downtown 
Dallas, where most of the jobs 
were then, 

Between these two communi- 
ties is young, restive, transi- 
ent Dallas -- the apartment pop- 
ulation, Dozens, hundreds, thous- 
ands of apartment houses, with 
exotic and evocative names like 
Shangri-la and Tiki-tiki, face the 
old shaded avenues, They’ re peo- 
pled by lissome stewardesses, 
secretaries, graduates of the 
teachers’ colleges, and eager 
young business acolytes come to 
the city to make their millions, 

The three worlds rarely meet, 

Fort Worth (population 393,- 
476) is smaller, quieter, and not 
at all interested in impressing 
outsiders, “‘Dallas people are al- 
ways trying to tell themselves 
how great they are,’ says Tim 
Montgomery, who was an oil- 
field roughneck until an accident 
took his leg and set him up in 
a restaurant seven years ago, 
“They don’t really believe it 
any more than we do, If I think 
Fort Worth is a great town, 
why the hell should I try to 
make YOU think s0?’’ 

Forth Worth calls itself Cow- 
towh, with pride, Saturday still 


is the biggest day of the week, 
when the streets fill up with boys 
with manure on their boots, strut- 
ting down Texas Avenue, A flosay 
new convention center, set down 


in the middle of town, has not 
quite erased the lusty frontier 
flavor, Since the cowman could 
never let the farmer speak for 


him, and vice was emphatically 
versa, 4 more-or-less neutral, 
third-party creature wag the only 
way to bring Dallas and Fort 
Worth together, 

That creature is Metroplex, 

A major Dallas industry is 
Fort Worth jokes, Dallas people 
like to tell visitors about the 
stranger, stranded in North Tex- 
as, Who asked directions to Fort 
Worth, ‘‘Wal,”’ he wag told, ‘‘you 
just keep on walkin’ south until 
you smell a barnyard, That's 
Dallas, Then you turn westand go 
on until you step in it, That's 
Fort Worth,” 

Forth Worth people often go to 
a lot of trouble to show their con- 
tempt for Dallas, The late Amon 


Carter, publisher of the Fort 
Worth Star-Telegram, always 
went to Dallas with his lunch 


packed in a paper sack; no ‘‘Eagt- 
ern’’ dude would get his four bits, 
For years Sears stayed out of 
Fort Worth and Montgomery 
Ward stayed out of Dallas, Each 
was afraid of offending old cus- 
tomers if it tried to make new 
ones in the competing city, 

Dallas calls itself the “‘city of 
salegmen,’’ with no intent to 
knock, Larry McMurtry, the 
Texan who wrote ‘‘The Last Pic- 
ture Show’ and ‘‘All My Friends 
Are Going to Be Strangers,"’ 
thinks Dallas has confused it- 
self with its own publicity about 
being the center for culture and 
sophistication, 

“‘For a generation or so its 
more affluent children have been 
provided with Eastern educa- 
tions,’’ he says, ‘‘And those of 
them who return to Dallas have to 
work at culture like mad to keep 
from feeling they are wasting 
themselves, The citizens of Dal- 
las have the strain of maintaining 
the delugion that in their city cul- 
ture, not money, Counts most, As 
in Houston, wealth and ostentation 
are respected, even adored, while 
art is dutifully and on the whole 
crudely patronized, Art ig not 
really as important as money, but 
it is nonetheless something to be 
taken Very Seriously,”’ 

Ironically, Fort Worth, no 
Dallas, is coming on strorg now 
as the Texas repository of Seri- 
ous Art, Last October Fort Worth 
dedicated the new and controver- 
sial Kimbeil Art Museum, a $7.5 
million building by Louis I, Kahn, 
Some art critics -- Easterners, 
too ~~ say it is the finest modern 
art museum in the world, The 
Fort Worth Art Center Museum, 





which openg new wings next year, 
is showing Contemporary artlats 
such as Rauschenberg and Olden- 
burg, The new museums are 
cleverly integrated with the Amon 
Carter Museum of Western Art, 

Janie C, Lee, a young, hip, 
elegant blonde theatrical pro- 
ducer from New York City, came 
down to Dallas five years agoand 
opened a gallery to sell, now 
show, Contemporary artiste such 
as Rauschenberg and Oldenburg 
~~ and Frank Stella, Helen Frank~ 
enthaler, and Andy Warhol, 
among others, Business te good, 
says she, 

‘People here are more opento 
new art now than they were in 
the past, because they no longer 
consider art effeminate, The 
powerful ranchers and tough cow~ 
boys thought art was for sls- 
sles, but the younger men see it 
differently, They're more curl- 
ous, They think art le more than 
something to keep thelr women 
out of trouble,’’ Ms, Lee says, 

What she hasn’t done so far, 
though, 1s interest Dallag and 
Fort Worth businessmen in pub- 
lic art, ‘‘The city doesn’t have 
an abundance of public art, nor 
do Dallas people show signs they 
mises it or want to alter the situ- 
ation,’’ Fashions change slowly 
because no one is quite gure about 
what’s important, The Dallas 
Symphony Orchestra is in trou- 
ble, but opera is hot, “Every- 
body knows opera is higher- 
brow,'’ says a Dallas musician, 

The world of Janie C, Lee ls 
the world of higher-brow Dallas, 
of course, There are other worlds 
no less dynamic, Dallas/Fort 
Worth continues to be 4a magnet 
draining North and East Texas of 
young people, 

Sometimes it seems there’ sno 
one but insurance men in town, 
But there is; He sells common 
stocks, More than 200 Ingurance 
companies call the Metroplex 
area home; their assets together 
exceed $6 billion, Only Hartford, 
Conn, sells more insurance than 
Dallas, Grocery~store clerks and 
beauty~parlor girls follow the 
stock market here the way they 
follow the baseball averages and 
the travels of Jackle Kennedy On- 
assis in Milwaukee and Miami, 

“There’s an environment in 
Dallas / Fort Worth that doesn’t 
exist elsewhere,’’ says E, L, 
McClennahan, an investment 
banker, ‘“‘There’s a willingness 
on the part of the young business~ 
men here to break away, form 
‘their own companies, and take 
risks, They're willing to work 
hard and the business community 
accepts them,’’ McClennahan 1s 
one of them,
